


MEMORANDUM FOR THE RECORD 

SUBJECT: The Executive Officers Group Meeting at Charlottesville, 
Virginia, 25 - 28 June 1970 


, 1. The subjects covered in the formal conference sessions are listed 

in the attached program. The conference chairman indicated that they repre- 
sent topics to which time was given in the President's State of the Union 
Message. 

2 . In addition to these subjects one session was devoted to the 
Executive Officers Group members only. It was chaired by Mr. Joseph 
Robertson who heads the Executive Officers Group. Mr. Robertson invited 
those present to surface problems which they felt could usefully be discussed 
in this forum . The following were covered: 

a. The use of first class air accommodations. Mr. 

Alan Dean, DOT, indicated that he was inclined to recom- 
mend liberalization within his Department . After extended 
discussion the Group consensus was that sufficient flexibility 
exists under present rules and a formal change is not necessary. 

b. Mr. John Lang, USAF, raised the problem of RIF 
bumping procedures. Mr. Rosen, CSC, stated that Chairman 
Hampton has directed a very hard study of this program, with 
the report due in August 197 0, and including even the veterans 
preference sacred cow. The discussion consensus was that 
RIF procedures need change and improvement . 

c . As an outgrowth of and part of the RIF discussion, 
the matter of fitness reports received attention. It was 
agreed that Mr. Rosen is to lead a discussion on thi s subject 
at the next Executive Officers Group meeting. 
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d. Mr. Froehlke raised the question of strikes and 
labor problems . This led to a detailed discussion of the FAA 
and Post Office strikes. It was agreed that a special session 
for Executive Officer Group members on labor management 
relationships would be set up under the sponsorship of the 
Civil Service Commission. Mr. Larry Jobe and Mr. Charles 
Parker are to develop the program . 

3 . Other topics which received some attention were: 

a. The handling of MOBj outside organizers and 
anti-Vietnam internal groups . 

b. Communications - up, down, and lateral. 

c . The Domestic Council and the new Office of 
Management and Budget. 

4 . On the mechanical side there were two developments: 

a. Mr. Robertson announced that the next 
Charlottesville conference (February 1971) would be 
held at the Federal Executive Institute. He stated that 
the registration fee would be $100 per participant vice 
the previous NIPA subsidy. He also stated that there 
would be no Saturday evening session. 

b. Mr. Robertson suggested luncheon and 
dinner meetings in the Washington area pointed at 
detailed handling of specific subjects. There was a 
clear consensus in favor of this proposal, with monthly 
evening sessions favored interspersed occasionally with 
social evenings including wives such as held sometime 
recently at Bolling Officers Club. Messrs. Froehlke, 
Condon, and Pellerzi were constituted as a committee to 
develop a program for some months ahead. 
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5. Two other points were domestic per diem (see ADD/S memo dated 
29 June 70 for D/F - #70-2673) and the sub-Cablnet sessions in the Department 
of State auditorium . I am not sure how the Agency participates in the sub- 
Cabinet meetings but it would appear that the sessions that have been held 
have been very good.
